Garden Notes 


By GORDON L. SMITH ~!| 


An Early Start 

One of the best short cuts is to 
start many flowers and vegetables 
indoors in hot beds or shallow win- 
dow bexes, or to buy started plants 
from greenhouses and set these out- 
side after danger of frost is past. 
Tomatoes, peppers, petunias, etc., 
have to be given this early start if 
they are to bloom or reach maturity 
in most parts of the Dominion. 

For the home gardener, a shallow 
box in the window is the simplest 
solution. Take a box a couple of 
inches deep filled with light soil. 
Seeds are planted in rows an inch 
or so apart about a month before 
the plants would normally be sown 
or set outside. The box is placed in 
a sunny window, watered carefully 
and once the seeds have germinated 
and the first set of leaves have de- 
veloped they are thinned to permit - 
husky growth. As the weather gets 
warmer the plants should be hard- 
ened off by exposing gradually to 
coojer air. 

. Not Too Soon 

There is always one spot in the 
garden which dries up first in the 
spring and here, if one wants to 
make the earliest start possible, is 
where first vegetables or flowers 
should be planted. But it is most 
important, the experts warn, that 
the soil be really fit to work. If it 
is muddy. then it isn’t ready and 
there is nothing to be gained if dig- 
ging or plowing is done too soon, 
Heavy soils especially if cultivated 
while still wet will bake into hard 


lumps and it may take weeks or - 


even months of hard, back-break- 
ing digging to break them up fine 
again. 
Out By The Roots 

Experienced gardeners advise cul- 
tivating as thoroughly as possible 
before planting. The reason they 
emphasize this early digging, ‘es- 
pecially in ground that has not been 
cultivated every year for some time, 
is to get rid of twitch grass and 
other weeds, It is much easier to 
clean these pests out by the roots 
before the rows are planted and 
there is plenty of room to operate.

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TOURIST TRAFFIC 


From all appearances the tourist 
traffic of Canada wil be increased 
within the next. year or two. It is 
even said that before long the tour- 
ist trade will be Canada’s greatest 
industry. Plans are being made, of- 
ficially, to take care of the influx 
of visitors, and those who are inte:- 
ested, are being encovraged to pre- 
pare to meet the demand for accom- 
modation and meals. New roads are 
being planned, and older roads are 
being widened. No advertising cam- 
paign for telling Americans of Can- 
ada’s opportunities will be launched 
this year, as prospects are there will 
be all the tourists we can handle. 

Ontario is not. the only part of 
Canada that is making plans to meet 
this situation. Last week a confer- 
ence of Boards of Trades and Cham- 
bers of Commerce in New Bruns- 
wick, was called by the Premier, 
The Government announced a five- 
point -prograr-me: 

1. The Government will _ institute 
licensing and inspection of tour- 
ist accommodations to assure 
that they are brought up to 
standard. 

Tt will compile data on what 
sites are availibie for the build- 
ing of tourist facilities. 

3. It will set up tourist outposts at 
borde: points, to give informa- 
tion to visitors. 

4. It will keep the highways in 
shape. 

5, It will encourage handicrafts, 
teaching New Brunswickers to 
produce goods which tourists wil! 
readily buy. . . 

All of which shows that governments 

are alive to tourist possibilities. 

Now is the time to prepare for it. 
A concerted and organized effort 
should now be made, not only to 
make our assests known, but to ed- 
ucate and train tourist housekeer- 
ers as to the way in which they can 
meet the demands of the stranger 
within our gates. 


MUTAL CONFIDENCE

TELEPHONE CALLS 


Members of the Red Cross recep- 
tion committee who have.been meet- 
ing and looking after British war 
brides and their children issued an 
appeal to next-of-kin, to desist from 
making unnecessary telephone calls.

“HABAKKUK” 


When the Department of Defenc: 
last week disclosed the secret of 
“Habakkuk”, the floating ice air 
drome, it was not news to this pretts 
mountain town which is headquart 
ers of North America’s largest Na- 
tional Park. 

Beneath the multi-colored walls of 


Pryamid Mountain at the edge of 


Jasper, Habakkuk had its one and 
only tryout. An experiemental shir 
built of ice was actually constructed 
on Patricia Lake at the foot of Pyr- 
amid Mountain and proved the feas- 
ibility of the famous undertaking. 

The site for the experiment was 
earefully selected with a view to 
maintaining absolute secrecy. Jasper 
Park Lodge was closed because of 
wartime conditions and none of the 
thousands of tourists from all parts 
of America who had visited the fam- 
ous resort in peace time was within 
the boundaries of the Park.. The pro- 
ject was not without its funny side. 
All who participated were sworn to 
secrecy yet the townspeople could 
not help guessing at the purpose of 
the heavily guarded structure. 

One faction here was convinced 
it was an experimental factory for 
the weaving of nylon yarn at low 
temperatures. Another and not inex- 
nert guess was it was the mockup 
for a chain of ice bridges that would 
link the Aleutian Islands to the Rus- 
sian mainland. 

Certainly it was a teasing picture. 
On the ice of Patricia Lake in Feb- 
ruary, 1943, there suddenly. appeared 
a gang of men -who proceeded to 
work night and day for ten weeks 
thereafter making a boxlike wooden 
structure some 60 feet long by 30 
feet wide by 20 feet high. 
as a hollow box, heavily in- 
sulated, iiisi’e which were piled lay- 
er on laver of ice blocks. Through 
the blocks were woven a series of 
nines connected to a _ refrigeration 
plant in a central hold. 

One day the box became a boat. 
The ice around it was sawn through. 
It was apparent. it was meant to 
float but no one had a sufficiently 
wild imagination to see its titimate 
destiny—an island of ice in mid-At- 
lantic which would provide an air- 
drome from which aircraft could fly 
to protected submarine infested ship- 
ping lanes. 

Each block of ice, and there were 
100 tons of it in the miniature Hab- 
akkuk, was welded to its neighbor so 
that even in the heat of summer it 
was not difficult to keep the struct- 
ure frozen. Using only one of the 3 
refrigerator units aboard, the experi- 
menters were able to maintain a 
temperature of nine degrees on the 
exterior and 17 degrees in the inter- 
ior of the vessel. 

Even though Habakkuk never 
came into being the experiment 
turned up some interesting facts. 
few of which have been disclosed 
lt is known here, however, that sev- 
en maior features were considered 
They were the rate of freezing of ice. 
the welding of ice, the comparison of 
the expansion of ice with that of 
other materials, the reinforcement of 
ice and how to bond it, its strength 
under compression and its resistance 
to penetration by shell fire, etc. 

The practical side of tne Jasper 
project was in charge of Major J.A. 
Wood, Park Superintendent, who us- 
ed 45 of his staff to rush it to com 
pletion in time for the summer tests. 
Many scientists, including famed 
Profesror A. Bernall from combined: 
operations headauarters, visited Jas- 
per to witness their brain child in 
action. 

Today little Habakkuk, stripped c’ 
its machinery and now just a shell 
of unreclaimed materials, lies at the 
bottom of Patricia Lake, no longer 
an object of human curiousity but 
no doubt a source of wonder to the 
sporty trout for which the lake was 
best known before the war brought 
the effort to bring this dream with- 
in the realm of practical undertak-

Where Space is Short 

Those unfamiliar with gardening 
are amazed at the amount of vege- 
tubles a plot « ew vards square can 
produce. Handled properly a piece 
of ground: 12 feet wide and 25 feet 
long should yield practically all the 
vegetables, except potatoes, a small 
family will require from early July 
until frost. 

For ease in cultivation, rows 
should run across the width, not the 
\length of the plot, and they can‘ be 
as close together as 12 inches for 
little, narrow and early stuff like 
lettuce, radish and carrots, about 15 
inches for beets and beans, and 18 
inches for corn and tomatoes. To 
save room and induce early and 
clean fruits the latter should be 
staked with all side branches pinch- 
ed off. (° 

Space can be saved by alternating 
early vegetables like radish, spin- 
ach and lettuce with later maturing 
sorts like beets, carrots and ‘onions.
